FIRST FOREFATHER 

The first flag of the colo- 
. nists to have any resemblance 
to the present Stars and 
Stripes was the Grand Union 
flag, sometimes referred to 
as the "Congress Colors." It 
consisted of thirteen stripes, 
alternately red and white, 
representing the Thirteen 
Colonies, with a blue field 
in the upper left hand cor- 
ner bearing the crosses of 
St. George and St. Andrew, 
signifying union with the 
mother country, according 
to the U.S. Marine Corps 
Reserve.

"How to survive jet lag in 10 
easy lessons" ,.. Dysrhythmia, 
the medical term used to 
describe the real, potential and 
imaginary upsets of the body's 
biological clocks (caused by 
moving at jet speeds across 
time zones) is as common an 
ailment to international trav- 
elers as "turista."
